The Hottest Spot on Earth. 

The hottest region on the earth ia on 
the south western coast of Persia, where 
Persia bordera the gulf of the same 
name. For forty consecutive days in 
the months of July and August the 
thermometer has been known not to 
fall lower than 100° night or day, and 
too often ruu up as high as 128° in the 
afternoon. At Babrin, In the center of 
the torrld part of the torrid belt, as 
thuugb it was nature's intention to 
make the region as unbearable as possi- 
ble, po water can be obtained from dig- 
giog wells 190, 200 and even 500 feet 
deep, yet a compaialively pumerous 
population contrive to live there,thanks 
to copious springe, which bresk from 
the bottom of the gulf more than a 
mile from shore. The water from these 
eprings ls obtained oy divers, who dive 
tu the bottom and fill goatskin bags 
with the cooling liquid and sell it for a 
living. Tie source of these submarine 
fountains js thought to be in the green 
hill of Osman, some 5U0 or 600 miles 
away.—Boston Herald.

The awakening of  curlos- 
ity, or eagerness of desire at this 
moment, often destroys the conditions 
on which tbe manifestations depend, 
aud several eeances are necessary to re- 
trieve the loss. [Especially harmful is 
tbe asking of wbat are called test ques- 
tions at this time. Almost the first 
thought after some evidence of an 
unknown force js manifested, ls to ident- 
ify it by personal or test queries. This 
disposition cannot be criticised, for it ia 
right that we “prove the spirits,’ and 
salisfy ourselves. But it is far better to 
do this afier the conditions are firmly 
established, for at firet the difficuitles 
under which the communicating spirita 
labor are very great, as It may be and 
probably is, the first time they have 
ever essayed to manifest, and the means 
are all pew to them and difficult to 
manage. 

lí questions be asked under such cir- 

cumstances, the probability ie that they 
will not be correctly answered, especial- 
ly if the answer fovolve namen and 
dates, and if not correct, the antago 
nism of doubt is at once awakened, and 
succeeding questiones continue to be 
answered with cootinuing inaccuracy. 
Instead of seeking tests, or by questious 
to lead tbe control, it is best to remain 
passive, and receive whatever the com- 
municating spirits are enabled by the 
conditions furnished to give. After a 
time, when tbe means are established, 
eagerness of curiosity on the part of the 
circle has abated, and the spirit friends 
have perfected themselves in the use of 
the forces employed, such questions, any 
and all questions may be indifferently

The Chinese suspension bridges, dating 
from the time of the Han dynasty (202 B. 
C. to 220A D ,) furnish striking evidence 
of the carly acquaintance of the Chinese 
with engineering science. According to 
the historical and geographical writers of 
China it was Shang Lieng, the commander 
of the army under Naen Tsu, who under- 
took the construction of the roads in the 
province of Shense, to the west of the capi- 
tal, the high mountains and deep gorges of 
which made communication difticult and 
which could be reached only by circuitous 
routes. At the head of an army of 10,000 
workmen, Shang Lieng cut through moun- 
tains and tilled up the valleys with the soil 
obtained from the excavations.

The chemist would 
the usable to detect with his reageuls 
the presence of small quantities of cer- 
tain elements, but let him bring the 
substance into tbe flame of a lamp and 
glance fhrough his spectroscope, and in 
s moment their presence or abzence is 
indizputab'y proved. A ten-thousandth 
part of a grain of sodium can be easily 
detected by thia means, and simply 
clapping bis hend- near the flime will 
give ct eaough of this omniprezent ele- 
ment to cause ils characteristic yellow 
line to appear at once in the spectro- 
scope. We bave by this means proved 
the presence of the rare element lithium 
io tbe blood of a person who had been 
driokiog a mioera!l water containing a 
trace of its salts. 

Not only dòe3 spectrum analysis 
bow us the presence of famillar ele 
ments, but sometimes lines are observed 
fodicatlog the presence of those previ 
ouly unkoown. Ce‘ium, rubidium, 
indium, gallium, thallium aud eeveral 
others was thus diecovered, although 
present in such small quantities that no 
ordinary reagent could haye discovered 
them. 

But still more wonderful are the facts 


made known to us when we turn the 
spectroscope toward the celestial bodies. 
Every ray of light reaching us from the 
sun bears a messsge whicb, with the 
aid of the spectroscope, we can read as 
¢a-ily s8 we cau read the words on 
those minute photographs which sre 
only visible through a micro-c»pe. Tne 
characters of many aucient insec:iptions 
are stil! undeciphered, tut the story told 
by the little dark lines crossing the so- 
lar spectrum ia perfectly familiar to us, 
although only a few chap‘e:s of it have 
as yet been interpreted. We know thal 
iron, sodium, platinum and m sny other 
elements are present in the sun in the 
shape of vapor, and it bas been well 
said that if the word “iron’’ appeared 
on the disk of the sun the proof of its 
presence would be much less perfect 
than Is that furnished by the lines 
which It causes to sppear in the colar 
spectrum. Tbe spectrum of fixed stars, 
comets, pebu', variable stars, ete., all 
gives us an immense amount of infor- 
mation concerulog them. We may 
judge of the temperature of tbe stare 
and calculate the speed at which they 
are moving toward or from the earth. 
It telis us that comets are, in part at 
least, gaseous bo:jles, and distinguishes 
between those nebule whicb are simply 
distant clusters of separate stare and 
those which are masses of glowlog glass 
pot yet cooled down to the liquid or 
solid state. 

Toe spectroszope shows the presence 
of more or Jess molsture in the upper 
air, with the accompanying probability 
of rain or fair weatber. It shows the 
presence uf the constituents of blood In 
solution, besides many other organic 
substances; and, finally, the spectrum, 
of the light from certain rare metals 
glowing in a vacuum under the iuflu- 
ence of an electric current proves their 
compound pature, although to the 
coarser chemical and pbysicsl tests 
they appear as simple elements.— 
American Analyst. 


Facta Concerning Whales. 

A sight of these hugs, inoffensive 
animals js to be had during an Atlantic 
voyage. They are too timid to approach 
near the steamer. A peculiarity about 
these wonderful creatures ia the tail, 
which is not vertical as in most fi-hes, 
tut level, by which they are able to 
reach the surface of tbe water with 
greater facllity for respiration; and 
such js the atrepgth that even the larg 
est whales are able with its assistance 
to force themselves entirely out of the 
water. According to a writer ia The 
Ocean, the tail is their only instrument 
of protection. With ooe stroke of it 
they will send a large boat with its 
crew in the air and shatter the wool 
into a thousand pieces. Sometimes the 
animal will take a perpendicular posi- 
tion in the water, with the head down- 
ward, and rearing the tail on bigh, b at 
the waves with fearful violeace. Oa 
these orcasions the sea foams for a 
wide spacs around. This performance 
is called by the sailors “‘Iob-taillog.”” A 
whale’sa bead is about one third of ita 
body, and its tongue is a soft, thick 
mas: which waa formerly considered a 
great delicacy of the table, and a right 
of royalty. Their blood is red and warm 
like a man’s, and the females suckle 
their young. A whate has no external 
ear. Their sense of hearing is imper 
fect. Woen the skin is removed a small 
opening is p-reeived for the admission 
of sound. By a quick perception of all 
movements made on the wster it dis 
c ‘vers danger at a great distance. The 
eves are small, but the eeose of seeing is 
acute. 

A whale does not attain full growth 
uuder twenty five years, and it is eaid 
to reach a very great age. They live in 
families rather than herds and are of a 
kindly nature, with tbe jnostinct of 
family aff-ctiun very atroogiy develop- 
ed. Whales bave no teeth, instead of 
which whaletonea grow down out of 
their upper jiw.

Tuese insects move jp vast armies 
of several millions, marchiug ina dense 
columan two feet in width, at a uniform 
pace, and in a straight Jine.

Afier the “drivers” have walked Into 
the fire for an hour or two, and several 
hundred thousand bave been con- 
sumed, their sturdy steiciam weakens. 
They deflect their line to tbe extent of 
a few feet, and, passing the fire, set out 
on afresh path of destructlon, which 
leads them clear of the hut they had 
threatened,
